On January 10th, 
2015, Sheriff Shouse re¬ 
ceived a call from Charlie 
Caudell stating that he 
had been assaulted with 
a pistol by his brother, 
Daniel Caudell at their 
father's residence on the 
left fork of Upper Buffalo. 
Charlie stated that his 
brother Daniel had shot 
in the floor in front of his 
feet and had struck his 
woman, Rachel Noble in 
the face with his fist. He 
also stated that Daniel 
had struck a juvenile 
out of anger during the 
incident. Daniel stated 


he was going to shoot 
the windows out of the 
vehicle as Charlie and his 
family tried to leave the 
residence according to 
Caudill. Charlie and his fa¬ 
ther went to a neighbor's 
home to use the phone. 

Sheriff Shouse, 
Deputies Ivan Fletcher 
and Justin Wilson and 
Constable Randy Burns 
went to the residence 
upon request to remove 
Daniel Caudell. The father 
stated that something 
had to be done with 
him. Upon search of the 
residence subject had left. 


Neighbors advised he had 
left in a Chevy Caviler. 

Two other subjects, Brit¬ 
tany Perdue and Donnie 
Frost were also at the resi¬ 
dence at the time of the 
assault. Charlie Caudill 
stated to Sheriff Shouse 
that he saw the vehicle go 
past the neighbor's house 
but was unsure who was 
inside the vehicle at that 
time. 

The search ended 
with the vehicle being 
stopped at Spencer's 
Dairy Bar by Deputy Wil¬ 
son and Constable Burns 
(Continued to page 6 )

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SENATE PRESIDENT ROBERT STIVERS 
LEGISLATIVE UPDATE 



"Creating Ken¬ 
tucky jobs and strength¬ 
ening Kentucky families" 
-this is our caucus's 
mission statement for 
the overall goals of the 
Senate this session, and 
I'm proud to report that 
four of our priority bills to 
accomplish those objec¬ 
tives passed the Senate

Chris McDaniel 
provides for an additional 
$13.3 million for heroin 
treatment programs and 
requires increased report¬ 
ing so that the effective¬ 
ness of the programs 
can be monitored. Other 
provisions will allow first 
responders to administer 
naloxone, a medication 
which can sometimes 
prevent death from a 
heroin overdose; will al¬ 
low law enforcement

We all want a good night’s 
sleep, but for some of us, 
sleep is hard to come by. 

If you experience trouble 
falling asleep or staying 
asleep, awakening too 
early or never feeling 
rested, you are not alone. 
Many adults experience 
sleep disturbances at some 
point. The National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health estimates 
that nearly 30 percent of 
the general adult popula¬ 
tion complains of sleep 
disruption, and about 10 
percent has functional 
impairment in the daytime 
that is a telltale sign of 
insomnia. 

Stresses, anxieties, de¬ 
pression, poor sleep habits 
and certain medical condi¬ 
tions are common under¬ 
lying causes of insomnia. 
Insomnia is also caused 
by changes in a person’s 
environment or work 
schedule, some medica¬ 
tions and consumption 
of caffeine, nicotine, 
alcohol and food too late 
in the evening. The risk 
of experiencing insom¬ 
nia increases if you are 
a woman, over 60, have 
a mental disorder, under 
stress, work nights or 


swing shifts or frequently 
travel long distances over 
multiple time zones. 
Sometimes you can make 
behavior changes to have 
a more restful night. 

These changes include 
following a regular sleep 
schedule, creating a 
comfortable sleep envi¬ 
ronment, avoiding stimu¬ 
lating activities before 
bedtime and decreasing or 
avoiding the consumption 
of alcohol, caffeine and 
nicotine close to bedtime. 
If you consistently have 
trouble with unsettled 
sleeping patterns, you 
may want to see your 
doctor.

WHAT IN THE 
WORLD IS GOING 

ON? 

Two gunmen 
killed twelve and wound¬ 
ed eleven others at the 
Charlie Hebdo newspaper 
office in Paris France 
last Wednesday, Janu¬ 
ary 7. The gunmen were 
killed two days later. 
Throughout the day, on 
Friday, simultaneously 
with the standoff with 
the Hebdo killers, there 
was a hostage situation 
at a kosher grocery. The 
grocery face-off ended in 
the death of the hostage 
taker along with several 
of the hostages. Lest we 
forget, we are less than 
a month removed from 
the hostage situation 
in a Sydney Australia 
cafe that ended with 3 
killed. Also, looming in 
the background of the 
news, as a reminder of an 
unexpected attack, is the 
beginning of jury selec¬ 
tion in the Boston bomb¬ 
ing case. 

What is going 
on? Hostage situations, 
totally defenseless jour¬ 
nalists, being shot in their 
office; is this the wave 
of the future? In recent 
years, we have seen mass 
death at movie theaters, 
schools, workplaces and 
now a cafe and grocery. 
How widespread will this 
get? How extensive will 
it become before people 
are afraid to leave their 
homes and go to work, 
the store or somewhere 
for entertainment? 

What in the world is go¬ 
ing on? Do recent events, 
the increase of mass kill¬ 
ings and terrorist attacks 
have anything to do with 
the future as outlined 
in the Bible? If you are 
looking for verses that 
sound like, “Captives will 
be held in a land down 
under” or, “those with 
ink and scroll will die 
suddenly in the land of 
the Maid of Orleans” you 
won’t find any. 

When it comes to 
future events there are a 
few the Bible gives spe¬ 
cific details, the rapture 
(1 Thessalonians 4:16- 
18), The Great Middle 
East War (Psalm 83, 


Amos 1-2), the battle of 
Armageddon (Revelation 
19) and a handful of oth¬ 
ers, but of the rest there 
are no particulars. We are 
told there will be earth¬ 
quakes, but, in general we 
are not told the specifics 
of particular earthquakes, 
like the massive quake in 
Japan in March of 2011. 

So what 

about the increase of 
bombings, hostage situ¬ 
ations mass killings and 
everything else that is 
hitting the headlines? 

2 Timothy 3:1, 
“This know also, that 
in the last days perilous 
times shall come.” The 
Greek word King James’ 
men translated “perilous” 
has a fascinating connota¬ 
tion to it. The Strong’s 
Greek Dictionary of the 
New Testament gives us 
our normal thoughts of the 
word, “difficult, danger¬ 
ous, or furious: - fierce, 
perilous.” However, it 
also gives us an interest¬ 
ing nuance, “through 
the idea of reducing the 
strength.” The last days 
will be dangerous, fierce 
days that will drain people 
of their strength. The last 
days will wear people 
down. 

As more of these events 
occur, those nearby will 
experience the strenuous 
effects first. But as the 
attacks grow more fre¬ 
quent and their locations 
grow more varied, the 
trepidation will become 
more widespread. 

Another Bible 
verse may also spread 
light on the subject. Luke 
21:25b, “and upon the 
earth distress of nations, 
with perplexity” There 
will be distress, anguish 
and heartache. Along 
with that, nations will 
be in perplexity; govern¬ 
ments will have problems 


they do not know how to 
handle. Dangerous, furi¬ 
ous, perilous, anguish and 
heartache are not words 
describing a life or world 
in which people want to 
live. There is good news, 
however. Christ told us, 
“All these are the begin¬ 
ning of sorrows.” As 
these things happen with 
more force and frequency, 
we know the coming of 
Christ is getting closer. 
The increase in terrorist 
attacks over the last few 
decades is only the begin¬ 
ning. 

The seven years preceding 
Jesus Christ setting his 
foot on this earth again 
will be the worse time 
the world has ever seen 
(Jeremiah 30:7; Daniel 
12:1). But, in that event 
I mentioned earlier, the 
rapture, God will take His 
people out of this world 
before the bad turns into 
the worse (1 Thessalo¬ 
nians 4:16-18). 

God’s people are 
those that have put faith 
in Jesus’ sacrificial death 
on the cross to save their 
souls (John 1:12, 3:6-7, 

16; Ephesians 2:8-9; 1 
John 5:4-5). 

Perilous times 
are coming; God is the 
only answer to what is 
happening and the only 
way to avoid it before it 
explodes into Biblical 
proportions.

to waive certain charges 
against suspects who volun¬ 
tarily warn officers they are 
carrying needles; and will 
require convicted traffick¬ 
ing offenders to serve 50 
percent of their sentences 
before being eligible for 
parole. 

Immediately upon 
the passage of the Heroin 
Bill, the Senate took up my 
bill, Senate Bill 1, a measure 
aiming to make Kentucky 
a Right-to-Work state and 
increase our ability to attract 
new business investment. 
After discussion on the 
floor, the Senate passed 
the bill, giving Kentucky 
another tool when recruiting 
industries to locate in the 
Commonwealth and create 
jobs. As the law stands now, 
Kentucky is often eliminated 
from consideration by a 
large majority of businesses 
because they will consider 
locating in a state that is not 
“right-to-work”. 

Friday, the Sen¬ 
ate passed two more bills. 
Senate Bill 2 addresses a 
current imbalance of power 
regarding regulations that 
can be implemented by the 
executive branch with¬ 
out legislative oversight. 

This bill would establish 
a system for legislators to

have oversight on executive 
administrative regulations 
and ensure that they are in 
keeping with Kentucky stat¬ 
utes. If it passes this session, 
Kentucky voters will have 
the opportunity to cast their 
votes on the issue since it 
would be an amendment to 
the Kentucky constitution. 

Senate Bill 4 would 
establish a face-to-face con¬ 
sultation with a physician, or 
“informed consent” between 
the patient and physician, 
take place before a medi¬ 
cal procedure to perform an 
abortion can occur. This bill 
is a pro-life piece of legisla¬ 
tion, representing one of our 
core principles. Our first 
week of action emphasizes 
that we are determined to 
deliver progress and make 
opportunities through for 
good jobs and strong Ken¬ 
tucky families.

We need 
legislative action to provide 
our first responders, law 
enforcement, and medical 
community the resources 
necessary to break the hold 
heroin has on our state.

In October 2014, 
Manchester Memorial Hos¬ 
pital (MMH) launched an 
internal Biggest Loser Chal¬ 
lenge, which ran for 75 days 
and encouraged employees 
to participate, with the re¬ 
ward of $1000 in cash prizes. 
A special ceremony was held 
on 9th January 2015 in the 
hospital cafeteria, in order 
to recognize participants for 
their hard work and dedica¬ 
tion, and to award prizes for 
exceptional performance. 

This weight loss 
initiative was directed by 
CREATION Health, a well¬ 
ness program based on the 
8 biblical principles found 
in the creation story, one 
of which is nutrition. “The 
goal of the competition 
was not just to lose weight; 
it was about promoting 
healthy habits and making 
wiser choices,” said Hurriyat 
Ghayyur, Marketing Director 
at MMH. “By making it a 
challenge and introducing 
the team concept, we en¬ 
sured that employees would 
have fun and get sufficient 
encouragement on their 
journey towards a healthier 
lifestyle, while being held 
accountable as well.” 

Over-sized checks were 
awarded to James Couch, 


the male with the greatest 
percentage of weight loss, 
Abbie Burnett, the female 
with the greatest percentage 
of weight loss, and “The 
Meltaways”, the team with 
the greatest percentage of 
weight loss (comprising of 
Garry Ball, Barbara Ball and 
Abbie Burnette). There were 
a total of 111 employees on 
37 teams who participated, 
with a total combined weight 
loss of 477 pounds. 

“I’m excited about losing the 
weight that I did, as my body 
feels renewed,” said James 
Couch, Director of Clinic 
Operations and MMH’s big¬ 
gest loser, male. “Typically, 

I gain weight during the holi¬ 
days but this time around, 

I actually lost weight. The 
feeling of responsibility that 
came with being on a team, 
coupled with the motivation 
provided by team mates, 
made it easier to achieve my 
goals.” 

Abbie Burnette, who works 
in Human Resources and 
was the biggest loser, fe¬ 
male, said she found the hos¬ 
pital’s weight-loss challenge 
provided the motivation she 
needed to lose weight. “I 
quit drinking diet soda and 
replaced it with lots of water. 
I also cut out all sweets, 


and started eating lots of 
vegetables and fruits.” When 
asked if she would par¬ 
ticipate in such a challenge 
again, Abbie said “Honestly, 
I didn’t even want to join 
in the beginning. But once 
I did, it was very reward¬ 
ing, and the support from 
my team was a great help. I 
would definitely participate 
again.” 

“We want to not 
only empower our employ¬ 
ees, but also to provide them 
with the tools and opportuni¬ 
ties they need to improve 
and maintain their health,” 
said Erika Skula, President 
and Chief Executive Officer 
of MMH. “The amount of 
employee involvement in 
this competition was tremen¬ 
dous and we hope to achieve 
the same results in all of our 
health improvement initia¬ 
tives.”

Hospice relocates Booneville office 


Hospice Care Plus 
has relocated its Booneville- 
based staff to its central office 
in Berea, and has placed its 
Booneville office building on 
the market. 

Hospice Care Plus continues 
to serve patients and families 
in Lee and Owsley counties, 
in addition to Estill, Jackson, 
Madison and Rockcastle. 

According 
to Brenna Wallhausser, direc¬ 
tor of public relations with 
Hospice, the organization has 
a deep and long commitment 
to Lee and Owsley. 

“The deci¬ 
sion to relocate our Lee/Ow- 
sley-area staff to Berea was 
a very difficult one, but our 
commitment to Beattyville, 
Booneville, and all parts of the 
counties is strong. We have a 


long history of service here, 
wonderful relationships with 
so many people, and strong 
partnerships with several lo¬ 
cal organizations, businesses 
and churches. That history 
will continue for a very long 
time.” 

CEO Gail 
McGillis says the decision to 
relocate the Lee/Owsley staff 
is a direct result of changes in 
Medicare reimbursement to 
hospice programs. 

“Hospices around the coun¬ 
try—including ours—have 
faced several cuts to reim¬ 
bursement from Medicare,” 
said McGillis. “All hospices 
have had to make difficult 
decisions in order to make up 
for that reduction in revenue, 
which never fully covered 
the cost of care even before it 


was reduced. It’s heartbreak¬ 
ing for us to relocate the Lee/ 
Owsley staff, but we know it’s 
best for the financial health of 
our organization. We have to 
remain financially strong to 
achieve our mission—to help 
patients and families at the 
end of life.” To offset the 
reimbursement cuts, Hospice 
implemented several cost- 
savings strategies before mak¬ 
ing the decision to relocate 
the Lee/Owsley staff, said 
McGillis. The organization 
chose not to fill some posi¬ 
tions when employees left or 
retired, especially when they 
were non-patient care posi¬ 
tions. In some cases, internal 
employees were moved into 
those roles. A small number of 
staff were laid-off in 2014, a 
first for the 33-year-old orga¬ 


nization. Some staff benefits 
were reduced and a few staff 
voluntarily requested a lower 
salary. The organization also 
renegotiated several vendor 
contracts for better rates, 
raised its fundraising goals, 
and asked every one of its 
departments to cut a portion 
of their budgets. 

“Our priority is to make 
sure our patient and family 
care remains top-notch, here 
in Lee and Owsley coun¬ 
ties and in each county we 
serve. Every decision has 
been made with that in the 
forefront of our minds,” said 
McGillis. “As a non-profit, 
that’s our mission.” 
Beattyville resident Tina 
Hesketh, a social worker 
and supervisor with Hospice 
Care Plus, was the manager 


of the Booneville office for 
several years. She says the 
minor inconveniences to 
staff who now must com¬ 
mute to Berea are the least of 
their concerns. 

“It was definitely easier to 
drive to work before the 
relocation.” said Hesketh. 
“But this was, without ques¬ 
tion, the right thing to do 
for the patients and families 
we serve. It ensures that we 
have the resources neces¬ 
sary to give them the best 
care, and that’s what matters 
most to all of us at Hospice. 
We love the work we do and 
we treasure the patients and 
families we serve.” 

McGillis says all the changes 
Hospice has made to help 
with the financial situation 
have been successful. 


"It's certainly been 
a challenge, but the changes 
we’ve made are working. At 
the end of 2014, we noticed 
a definite improvement. 

Now, as we start off 2015, it 
looks as if it will be a much 
stronger year financially. 
That’s good news not just 
for the health of our orga¬ 
nization, but also for every 
patient and family member 
we’re blessed to care for.”
